legislative records of the members of 
congress from Illinois. | 

The record is submitted without com- 


ment, listing the vote of each member 
during his term of service in Wash- 
ington as.favorable or unfavorable or 
otherwise to labor on legislative meas- 
ures which the American . Federation 
designated as “‘ measures of interest to 
labor.”’ 
Calls Twenty-three Favorable. 

Of the twenty-seven members of the 
house of representatives from Illinois, 
twenty-three are included in tne feaer- 
ation list of members who voted favor- 
ably to labor more often than they 
voted against it. Four members of the 
house and the two sitting senators, Mc- 
Cormick and Sherman, are recorded as 
voting oftener unfavorably to labor 
than for it. 

The four members of the house listed 
as voting oftener against the wishes 
of labor on legislative measures are 
Madden, Mann, Britten, all of Chicago, 
and Cannon of Danville, for whom Mr. 
Gompers and the federation have been 
gunning many seasons. 

Two members of the house, Rep- 
resentative King, Republican of Gales. 
burg, and Representative John W. 
Rainey, Democrat, .of Chicago, are 
given 100 per cent loyalty to labor in 
the federation’s report. "tee 

The 100 Per Cent Labor Men. 

Representative King is recorded as], 
having voted favorably to labor on 
thirty-one measures and unfavorably 
on none, while Representative J. W. 
Rainey is credited with nineteen pro- 
labor votes and none adverse. 

Others with high -pro-labor records 
are Representatives Wilson of Chicago, 
82 to 6, being his accredited labor score; 
McAndrews of Chicago, 30 ‘9; Gal- 
lagher of Chicago, 43 to 9, tied with 
Representative Henry T. Rainey of 
Carroliton for the largest number of 
favorable labor votes; Wheeler of 
Springfield, 36 to 1; Rodenberg of Kast 
St. Louis, 40 to 3; Williams of Louis- 
ville, 30 to 1, and Denison of Marion, 
27 to 1. 

Senator Medill McCormick is credited 
with voting favorably to labor on only 
one measure, and that is listed as the 
woman suffrage amendment. Senator 
Sherman, for whom the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has long had a par- 
ticular aversion, is credited with ten 
favorable and fourteen unfavorable 
votes.

Study Calder Report. 

Senator William M. Calder, chairman 
of the senate‘committee on reconstruc- 
tion, in reference to taxes and loans 
for buildings, in opening the recent 
heiring at Baltimore made a report 
which is being studied by the Mulcahy 
anti-profiteering committee. - 

“As to taxation,” \he.said, “it has 
been represented that this is the basic 
difficulty in the construction industry. 

“A revision of the system which 
would throw the burden of taxation

All fruits cooked or raw, except as occa- 
sionally eaten/between meais ; all cereals, 
nuts, and pastries, potatoes, tomatoes, 
onions, turnips, parsnips, carrots, celery, 
radishes, cabbage, corn, egg plant, and 
oyster plant; all highly seasoned foods, 
and rich soups; rich gravies.

WHAT ARE OUR OBLIGATIONS? | 


Pending Mr. Cox’s definition of our obligations 
‘respecting the covenant and treaty of Versailles, 
we might go in search of them with the aid of 
such implications as may be drawn from his re- 
marks. 

And, first, let us inquire whether the presence of 
Mr. Wilson at the peace conference, his participa- 
tion in the formulation of a covenant and peace 
‘terms and his approval thereof create an obliga- 
tion to indorse them without reservation. 3 


The covenant and terms of peace are embodied 
in a treaty. The constitution of the United States 
vests in the president “‘the power. by and with 
the advice of the senate, to make treaties, provided 
two-thirds of the senaters present concur.” 

If words mean anything, these words mean that 
the president cannot bind the United States by 
treaty without the advice of the senate and the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the senators present 
when the vote on the treaty is taken. 


If words mean anything, this provision of the 
constitution creates an obligation upon the presi- 
dent to consult with and hear the advice of the sen- 
ate and upon the senate to give advice. If words 
mean anything, the words, “provided that two- 
thirds of the senator$ present concur,” implies 
that they may refuse to concur. 


That is, advice and concurrence imply the duty 
of free judgment anda independent decision. The 
power of the president to make treaties is explic- 
itly limited and conditioned upon this free judg- 
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On the contrary, Mr. Wilson himself and the 
foreign governments conferring at Paris were 
given conspicuous warning that Mr. Wilson's 
judgment atid assent might not be accepted, either 
by two-thirds of the senate or by the voters of 
the country, as acceptable and sufficient without 
®eview.

“The council of the league of na 
tions would have reasoned, and rea 


gsoned correctly, that the United States 
c@uld furnish the munitions and, if 
necessary, the men to withstand the 
hordes advancing from Russia far 
more easily than could the exhausted 


nations of Europe. 


“Moreover, inasmuch as this would 
be the first test of the scheme of 
world government which was formu- 
lated and demanded by the president, 
speaking for the United States, the 
fact of a special responsibility restin-z 
upon our shoulders manifestly would 


have been undeniable. 


“Undoubtedly the league council, in 
‘advising upon the means’ by which 
the obligations to Poland should be 


fulfilled, as provided in the covenant, 


would have so held, and probably the 
conscience of America, certainly the 
opinions of the world, would have 


sustained that judgment. 
Had Treaty Been Ratified. 


“The conclusion that our country 


might now be confronted by such a 
situation, if the senate had ratified the 


league covenant, requires no stretch 


of the imagination. None can deny that 
it is possible. To many candid minds, 
as to my own, such a distressing situ- 
ation will seem highly probable. 

“Let us assume that the ratification 
had taken place. Let us assume, fur- 
ther, that the performance of the 
alleted task required the waging of 
War upon the Russian pople, as, of 
course, it would, what would result; 
what would of necessity have to resu!t’ 

“Nothing necessarily, we are glib:iy 
Inforfned, since only the congress can 
declare war, and the congress might 
reject the appeal of the executive. but 
would congress do that without stainri- 
ing indelibly the honor of the nation? 

“I amswer ‘No,’ and I say it not 
on my own authority alone. Back of 
my judgment stands the president of 
the United States. Upon that point 
‘there is first hand information. 


He Questioned President. 


“In the course of the discussion 
which took place at the meeting of the 
president and the senate committee on 
foreign relations, I raised the question 
by stating a hypothetical case pre- 
cisely analogous to that which I have 
depicted, and then inquired whether 
we might not rightfully be regarded as 
a perfidious people if we should fail to 
contribute an armed force, if caileu 
upon to do so. 

.“The president first replied, as I 
thought somewhat evasively, that we 


* would be our own judges as to wheth- 


er we were obliged in those circum- 

stances to act in that way or not.’ 
“Pressed further, however, in re- 

sponse to a query incorporating the

A Debt of Honor. 


“Replying further to a question 


which perhaps I ought not to have 
considered necessary, 
pronounced a moral obligation ‘of 
course superior to a legal obligation’ 
and of ‘a greater binding force.’ 

“What then becomes of the argu- 
ment that congress, not the president, 
in this instance at any rate, might 
*keep us out of war?’ Technically, of 
course, it could do so. - Mdrally, with 
equal certainty, it could not do so nor 
would it ever do so. 

“The American people would never 
permit a repudiation of a debt of 
honor. No congress would ever dare 
make this nation appear as a welcher, 
as it would appear and would be in 
such an event before the eyes of the 
world. 

“Am I not right, my countrymen, 
in saying that we needed only the out- 
break of war between Poland and Rus- 
sia to make us realize at least one of 
the things which, in the words of Sec- 
retary Lansing, we would have been 
*let in for,’ but for the restraining 
hand of the senate, and to fetch home 
to us the danger of committing our 
country in advance to causes that we 
know not of? 


Not Our Purpose. 


“One can have no quarrel with 
those who have convinced themselves 
that our underlying purpose in enter- 
ing the great conflict was to create a 
league of nations. .The fact remains, 
howéver, that no such intent was offi- 
cially acclaimed, no allusion™mor even 
& suggestion to that effect appeared in 
the joint resolution of congress which 
deciared the existence of a state of 
war between this country and Ger- 
many. 

“For myself I left no room for 
doubt of the motives which led me to 
cast my vote in favor of that resolu- 
tion. It so happened that I made the 
concluding speech upon the war reso- 
lution, from my place in the senate, 
on the night of April 4, 1917. 


Why He Voted for War. 


“These were my own words at that 
time: 


“*I want it known to the people of

Conditions Have Changed. .

We know now)that the league consti- 
tuted at Versailles is utterly impotent 
as a preventive of wars. -It is so ob- 
viously impotent that it has not even 
been tried. It could not survive a 
single test. 

“The original league, mistakenly 
conceived and unreasonably insisted 
upon, has undoubtedly passed beyond 
the possibility of restoration. The ma- 
turer judgment of the world will be 
that it deserved to pass for the very 
simple reason that, contrary to all of 
the tendencies developed by the civiliz- 
ing. processes of the world, it rested 
upon the power of might, not of right. 

“The assertion is made frequently 
that through the surrender of our na- 
tionality we might have saved the life 
of the covenant—that is to ‘say, that, 
although twenty-eight nations could 
not make it function, one added to the 
twenty-eight would have achieved a 
glowing success, provided, always, that 
the one were America. 


Great Tribute to America. 

“This pays to America the tribute 
of exceptional influence, but I ‘sug- 
gest. that if the world is dependent 
upon our action to bring about gthe 
Supreme realization, then we ought to 
have the say about our own freedom 
in participating therein. But let us 
‘consider what is meant by this re- 
liance upon America. | 


“What can it signify if not that it 


is to the United States, and to the 
United States alone, that the other 
twenty-eight nations look for the bone 
and sinew, the money, the munitions, 
and the men to sustain the entire or- 
ganization, not as an agency of peace, 
but as an armed force?

What once seemed at The Hague to be 
a mere academic discussion has be- 
come a positive, outstanding need of 
facing terrifying actualities. This 
makes vastly easier the task of so 
strengthening The Hague tribunal as 
to render its just decrees either ac- 
cepfble or enforceable. It is not un- 
common for the advocates of the 
league of Versailles to contrast un- 
favorably The Hague tribunal upon 
the ground that the tribunal ‘lacks 
teeth.’

Chicago’s public schools will reopen

From the first.of September until 
the fishing closes in northern latitudes 
the prime black bass bait is the craw- 
fish, fresh-water crab or “ crawdaddy ” 
as he is variously known.

The crawfish reproduces by means 
of eggs which the female carries along 
her abdomer. When the young hatch 
they are tiny duplicates of the parents 
and hang to the mother for some days 
before going into the world to shift 
for themselves, 

During their “ childhood” the craws 
shed their skins at frequent intervals 
to allow for growth and when adult

year. During the shedding stage craw- 
fish are known as “soft shells” and 
are then most attractive to fishes and 
other enemies. They retire to dark 
Places during the day and can be: 
picked up near shore at night with the 
aid of a flashlight or lantern. 
* 

Crawfish can be caught in shallow 
places by carefully overturning stones 
and débris; pick them up with the 
hands, as their “pinch” is inconse- 
quential. In deeper places crawfish can 
be caught by dropping a small piece 
of meat, tied to a string, into the water 
and in a pinch the meadow craws or 
“chimney builders” may be taken the 
same way by letting down a piece of 
flesh of any kind into their holes. 

Crawfish with hard shells are not well 
liked by fishes, but the white flesh of 
their tails makes a most attractive lure. 
Simply cut off the tails and remove the 
hard outer covering or shell. 

A supply of crawfish may be kept for 


receptacie containing damp water 
plants and kept in a cool, dark place.

PF HE God of the Mines,” so the 

legend reads, “called on his 

courtiers to bring him all 

known gems. He found them 
to be of all colors and tints and of 

varying hardness, such as the ruby, 
sapphire, etc. He took one 
of each; he crushed them; he com- 
pounded them, and said: ‘Let this be 
‘something that will combine the beauty 
of all; yet it must be pure and it must 
be invincible. And lo! the diamond 
was born, pure as the dewdrop and in- 
vincible in hardness, and it displays all 
the colors of the gems from which it 
was made. ‘ Mine,’ said the god, ‘must 
be the gem of the universe; for my 
queen I shall create one that shall be 
the greatest gem of the sea.’ 


- her he created the pearl.” 


It is an. eastern superstition that the 
possession of extremely large diamonds 
always brings misfortune. A iong 
story of blood, digester, theft, loss of 
empire, and life belong to each of the 
most celebrated stones. 

Why the diamond is the most ap- 
propriate espousal ring is because ‘it 
is the emblem of pride and has been 
believed to possess supernatural qual- 
thes. It has the power to make men 
courageous and magnanimous, and 
maintain harmony between husband 
and wife. 

_ The diamond is an emblem of inno- 
cence, too. There is an old supersti- 
tion that if a man wishes to know if 


his wife is true to him, when she sleeps 


let him hold a diamond over her head, 
and if she should turn towards him 
she is true; if from him, she is false. 
It is recorded among ancient super- 
stitions that Aaron had a diamond ring, 
which shone bright and pure when the 
Hebrews were innocent, but which be- 
came dull when they were punished 
for their sins. When they were to fall 
by the sword, it became blood red. 
Wilkie Collins wrote a novel around 
en Indian diamond. It was always un- 
fortunate to the possessor and is still 
in existence, but the real stone was 
probably the “Moon of the Moun- 
tains,” which belonged to Nadir Shah, 
who was murdered by his own troops. 
This stone has had a terrible hsitory. 
Murder after murder has been com- 
mitted to get possession of it. Two 


‘ brothers murdered a man who man- 


aged to get a hold of it, and then one 
brother murdered the other to grasp 
the treasure. An Armenian merchant 
mamed Saffrass came intc possession 


of it through a series of crimes, and it 


was later set in the imperial scepter 
of Russia. 

Kohinoor (mountain of light) is a 
famous diamond once called “ the Great 
Mogul.” In the fourteenth century it 
was held by the rajah of Malwa. Later 
it fell into the hands of the sultans 
of Belhi after their conquest of Malwa. 
It belonged in the seventeenth century 
to Aurungzebe the Great. The Shah 
Johan sent it to Hortensio Borgio to be 
cut, but the Venetian lapidary reduced 
it from 793% carats to 186, and left it 
dull and lusterless.

Is has been 
recut and though reduced to 106 carats 
is supposed to be worth $140,000. 


In India the superstition obtains that 


if the diamond be worn by a man dire 
disaster w'!l befall him, while if the 
wearer be a woman fortune will shine 
upon her for the rest of her days.

It be- 
came famous as the principal asset of 
the present Lord Francis Hope, whu 
married May Yohe, the American comic 
opera singer. He tried to realize upon 
it, but was prevented from doing so 
by his family. :

AN AIR OF PERMANENCE, 


HB builders of ancient Egypt had 

a trick whereby they made their 

structures look as everlasting as 

the hills. They built no perpen 
dicular walls. All Egyptian buildings 
sloped inward toward the top; the pyr- 
amids are merely an extreme example 
of the invariable rule. By thus mak- 
ing the base of a structure broader 
than the top they secured the same air 
of stability and fixity which nature has 
given to the mountains—and in the 
same way. 

This device cannot always be used in 
modern architecture, but wherever it is 
available it proves a comfort to the eye 
and gives a look of solidity that noth- 
ing else can bestow. Look at the porch 
of this house. It isa projecting porch 
and therefore liable to look “ weak” 
unless carefully treated. But the archi- 
tect has given ite walls that little in- 
ward slope which the Nile builders. 
used 6,000 years ago; and as a conse 
quence that porch seems as solid and 


r | enduring as the ground on which it 


rests. 

The porch is not the only note- 
worthy feature of this home. It is a 
center hall house—with a difference. 
When you enter by way of the Egyp- 
tian looking porch you see at once a 
part of this difference. The hall does 
not go clear through. The front of it 
has been turned into a vestibule and 
coat closet; both extremely sional 
things, espeCially in a northern climate.

From the dining room you go back 
through a pantry, not quite a butler’s 
pantry; since you traverse only a part 
of it to reach the kitchén, but so ar- 
tanged as to shut off all cooking odors 
from the rest of the house. At the left, 
as you go back through the pantry, is 
a door leading to the basement stairs, 
also to the garden, for there is a land- 
ing at grade level with a door opening 
directly on the back lot. 

On the sight of the pantry is the 
kitchen, 11x10 feet; ample in size when 
you consider the amount of storage 
space provided.

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MAKING YOUR FALL HAT. 


HE new hats are becoming to 
every woman—that is, there are 


bound to be shapes that suit all 


types, and most women are clever 
©nough: to recognize what best suits 
their faces. ) 
Most always at this time of year the 
hats that have done duty through the 
summer begin to look shabby, and 


“those who don’t care to don real winter 


hats so early will doubtless make up a 
hat of taffeta or satin. It will look well 
for a couple of months, and no one can 
have too many hats! 

The thing that makes the new hats 
so becoming is the softness of the 
brims. There are no hard lines about 
the face. The crown can be covered 
smoothly, or there can be several rows 
of shirring about the top, or there can 
be sections set together with a piping 


—these sections being cut so, when put 
together, they will fit smoothly over 
the crown. 

Then the brim, instead of having the 
covering stretched tightly over it, can 
be slightly fulled on, and cut so it ex- 
tends beyond the brim—the lining and 
outside sewed together on the wrong 
side, then set on the foundation. - 

Some of the brims are covered with 
several bias bands, these being laid one 
over the other, lapping just enough to 
cover the edge well. Of course, these 
bands are stretched slightly at the low- 
er edge, so that no fullness is visihle 
at either edge. 

One of the new hats shows a com- 
bination of taffeta and duvetyn. The 
taffeta is a dark blue, cut in six sec- 
tions for the crown, and set together 
with a piping of the terra cotta duve- 
tyn. The sections are set on the crown 
so that one is each side of the front, 
one each side of the middle back, and 
the other two directly on each side of 
the back. The drawing will give the 
idea.

This makes one continuous line of 
the piping from front to back, connect- 
ing the two front and back pieces. Then 
the side sections have one cantinuous 
piece of piping sewed from the bottom 
on one side, up and around to the bot- 
tom on the other side. The unfinished 
edges of the front and back sections 
are then sewed to the piping that out- 
lines the side sections, and the cover 
is then put on the crown, 

Instead of a brim there is an up- 
standing crown effect given by a bias 
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piece of the duvetyn lined with the 
taffeta, measuring in width 5% inches 
when on the hat, and 40 inches ini 
length. These two materials are sewed | 
together on one of the long edges (after | 
each piece has been joined together), | 
then turned to the right side, and the 
opposite edge gathered, and set on to 
the edge of the hat so it stands up. 

A narrow bias binding of the duve- 
tyn is then sewed to the right side of ' 
the hat, and the edge brought down | 
and turned over the edge to the wrony 
side. The binding is about a half inch 
wide on the right side when finished. 

A fancy pin is stuck through the hat 
on the left side, holding the set on 
piece to the crown at that point. 

There are velvet and all duvetyn if 
one wishes wintry looking hats, and 
these are none of them much trimmed 
and all of them soft in appearance. 
Sometimes one sees a stiff little orna- 
ment set off at right angles to the 
hat on the right side, and often a 
stunning pin will be the only trimming. 

The thing is to be sure and choose 
a becoming shape, and have the col- 
ors right. If you haven't any milli- 
ner’s needles, buy a package—they are 
long and slender and much? easier. to 
work with. 

Do all your measuring with care, and 
_.bandle the materials as lightly and as 
little as possible. 

If you are fastening a flower or 
other ornament on, put the needle 
through from the wrong to the right 
side, leaving a short length of thread 
on the wrong side. Then, after taking 
the necessary stitches to hold, put the 
needle through to the wrong side, and 
tie the two ends firmly together.

If one will remember the action of a 


leaf spring it will be easy to see why it 


is necessary to keep the leaves lubri- 


cated. The springs must support a 
load above them and at the same time 
be flexible. This flexibility is gained by 
the leaves bending, and in doing this 
they must rub one against the other. 


bing action the spring becomes stiff, 
and while it is able to continue to sup- 
port its load its flexibility is lacking. 
Lack of lubrication allows rust to form 
on the leaves, and this» in turn pre- 
vents the leaves from flexing properly. 
At least twice a year the spring leaves 
ought to be separated and greased or 
covered with graphite. If not this then 
some form of interleaf lubricator ‘ought 
to be used. 


When a leaf spring deflects it flat- 


lengthening must be allowed for, and 
the spring shackle is the part which 
permits this action. Were it not for 
the shackles the spring would break 
when deflected. If the shackles do not 
move frée:y the Spring will break. Lack 
of lubrication of the spring shackle 
bolts will cause the bolt to rust in place, 
thus preventing the shackle from mov- 
ing. Before this happens the spring 
squeaks and sometimes wears the bolt 
dewn sonsiderably. Usually a rusted. 
shackle bolt will cause the spring to 


break near the bolt, but by far the com-| 


monest break occurs at the bolt of the 
spring. 

This bolt holds the leaves together at 
the center, or near the center. The 
bolt head, coming through the bottom 
of the spring, rests in a depression or 
a hole in the spring seat, which is part 
of the axle. If the spring is allowed 
to move relative to the axle—that is, 
if it is not well clipped to the axle— 
thle bolt will tend to bend and this 
tendency causes the main leaf, or oth- 
ers as well, to crack on a line with 
the center bolt. The owner ought to 
tighten the spring clips at least once 
each month, for it is the work of these 
clips to keep the spring firmly in place 
against the axle.
